Now he 
would seem to fire only at tbe twittering sound of their wings; 
leaves and dead twigs would rattle to the ground, but no bird be 
seen to fall, nor would the result of the shot be known until the 
dog wMsent In tbe direction of tbe bird's flight, when he would 
generally find It dead. Sometimes be would drop on one knee, 
so M to see under the overhanging boughs, and at the instant his 
knee touched the ground, the butt of the gun would touch bis 
shoulder and tbe charge be tunneling the brush In the bird’s 
direction; tbe whole thing being done In a twinkling. Some¬ 
times a wild twisting bird would be missed with one barrel and 
caught with the second; sometimes missed with both, and this 
failure atoned for In a few moments by cutting down right and 
left with each barrel two birds that sprang together; the first 
one wilting before getting ten feet from tbe ground. 

“ Fred,” Mid he, as he pocketed the twentieth woodcock, “ I’ve 
bad enough for to-day. Twenty Is as many m any white man 
should shoot In a day. There are plenty of birds here jet and 
thouMnds of acres we have not touched, hut I long since got 
over tbe piggish desire to murder for the sake of a big count.” 

“ I never play the swine either. 1 always stop short of twenty 
and am very stroiiglv opposed to big bags on anything that I ever

“ They are generally too eMy to hit, and one tires of It sooner 
than of this.”

“These bottoms generally are very good, although one must 
be acquainted with them to got good sport Sometimes there 
will be no good ground for many miles, and then suddenly there 
will be tbouMnds of acres of It full of birds. Many places are 
too Mndy; others too sour. It varies, too, with the rise sod fall 
of tbe Mrs. A rise now of two or three feet would cover these 
feeding grounds just enough to«spoll them for a few days and 
scatter the birds; though a quick rise of six or seven feet would 
concentrate them on tbe dry spots and make fine sport. Another 
point Is that these birds stay here all Sommer and Fall. You see 
It is now near tbe middle of August; the time when Frank 
Forester used to wonder where the birds went. In another month 
you can find many so advanced In tbe moult that they will make 
little or DO noise when they rise; although they can still skip out 
lively enough. 

“I thought It WM a vexed question where they went to 
moult.” 

“It used to be east, and Is yet perhaps to a slight extent; but 
it Is not here. Tbe birds bred on these grounds stay here till 
frost unleM killed or driven off by high water.” 

In a few minutes they were again In the skiff, gliding smoothly 
down tbe swift current of the slough to the .MiHtssIppI,

the character of the trout—and they are evidently well fed In 
this establishment, aa they decline to eat when some dullcaclea 
ara thrown In to them. The fish appear to be exceedingly well 
bred, and manifest no uneaaineea at the presence of atrangera; 
they are sleek and comfortable, giving one a pleasing Idea of 
the effecte of culture on Bah. 

There are numerous nooka and comers In which the fish may 
find suitable retirement, ‘ raceways,’ which we are told are for 
the fish to have access to at the time of apawnlng, and at other 
times when privacy la required. There are, however, barriers to 
these places In the shape of wire acreent of different degrees of 
fineness, so aa to subject both old and youpg to the reatralnts of 
correct discipline. It appears, however, that they sometimes 
'jump over the barriers,' aa other beings that are subject to dis¬ 
cipline are apt to do; eo that a second acreeu la placed over the 
trough, as well aa In front of the stream, to prevent them from 
'playing truant.' The raceway is, at proper teasona, covered 
over, ao as to prevent the Injurious effecte of too much sunlight. 
Altogether It must be quite a pleasant thing to be members of 
the fiah family, to be so well ca^ for; especially as they have 
oo notion of the motive tbatglvea rise to ao much attention. 

At thla point we learn that there are male and female fiah. 
How to dlitingulab between them by appearance, we could not 
learn tn one leaton, so that must be passed over. There la also a 
season for the Bab to ascend the rheeway to find a neat to spawn 
naturally; and, ao artificial method of removing the spawn by 
band. Thla must Indeed be qnlte ao art, and the aucceea of' the 
flsb-cultarlat must without doubt greatly depend on theffnllfnl 
performance of thla operation. Then, agalOi the eggs have to be 
mixed with the milt of the male, so aa to " Impregnate" or vltel- 
Ixe them. We cannot but admire the patience, perseverence and 
akin evinced by the master hand that can attain to excellence In 
such delicate manlpulatlona' 

Then there la care required In batching the eggs. The houae 
for thla purpose la acmpaloasly clean. Numerous troughs are used, 
which are ayatematically arranged. At the bottom of them the 
eggs may be seen supported on clean, bright gravel; over the 
eggs clear, dalldona water ripples gently. Here and there a dead 
egg la readily seen and promply removed Contact of the dead 
with the living egg ipeedUy deatroya It The pearl-white, opaque 
look betrays the secret of death; aa the bright, transparent, pink 
color Indleates life In the egg. With n g^ magnifying glass

To Keep Dogs Health;. 

The dog dkja, preelded over b; Birins, aUat Csniculs, are past 
and gone, and with them, we fear, aO, the warm weather. We 
hare heai^ of rery few cases of canine rabies; and we wonid 
bare ex)>ected more this Snmmer than last, owing to the dla- 
tnrbed state of the atmoephere, the bad, depressing weather, 



fore mealc becanae we are not altogether cooTlneed that Its 
action Isn’t la some measnre mechanical. It la an excellent 
aedaitve (we bad almoet said emollient) tonic. Its actloo on the 
bowels, boweTer, abonld be watched, aa It la apt to bind. 

For toys we aepeelall; recommend bismuth. Tbeae little fel¬ 
lows are apt to pick np garbage that doesn’t quite agree, and they 
suffer for It afterward. Well, a tiny dose of castor oil (tbs 
purest), followed by a three-days’ coarse of bismuth, with char¬ 
coal blKults, will put them all to rights. 

Aa long as we are on this anbject, we may aa well mention 
that a mixture of eqnel parts of trianitrate of bismuth and pow¬ 
dered nm arable, blown np the nostrils now and then with a 
qnlU, f^nent bathing of the head with warm water, a dose of 
Hlndema spirit, from ^ oa. to 8 oa. at night, If the Inside of 
the thigh la hot, or a go^ dose of opium If It be moderately 
cool, followed by caetor oil In the morning, le capital treatment 
for ^e alight colds which pet dogs are enbject to. 

The weather at present la a sort of 'twlxt and between, neither 
one thing nor another, bat the ann la strong when It does shine, 
and doga ought by no means to be exposed to It wltbont the poe- 
elblllty of shelter. We have often seen doga die of eoupdttUtU, 
but altbongh In some cases the fatal result seemed almost Inslan- 
taneona. In others death was mors gradual, and In one or two 
hastened by the barbarona practice of dashing bneketa of cold 
water orer the poor animals.

Upper surface flat, with a 
alight farrow down the middle. There Is a marked occipital 
protuberance, bnt not so much pronounced as in some breeds. 
Brow auillclently raised to prevent a straight line. 

3. The miuilt (v. 5) tapers from the cheeks, which are wide, 
to the point of the nose, which la very fine and fox-Ilke. The 
tip should be black. Lower jaw generally shorter than the 
upper. 

8. Eart and eyct (v. S.)—The can mqat be small and pricked, 
rearmbllng the fox in shape, and ODly''v;OT slightly exceeding 
them In alie. A large ear la a great def*t^^ven If properly 
pricked. The egee rather large, and generally olCsdark brown or 
baael color. Eyelids generally set obliquely. X 

4. The thouldcrc (v. 5) are greatly hidden by the frill, bnt they 

mast he oblique and muscular. * 

5. Chnt (v. 5) round, and rather deep; bnt the back riba are 
generally very abort, leading to a nlpp^ loin. 

6. The loin (v. 10), owing to the above cause, la often weak. If 
examined carefully beneath the thick coat, which conceals this 
defect. 

7. The l^i (v. 10) are generally straight and strong, with el¬ 
bows well let down, and clean hocks. Any, de¬ 
fect, therefore. In these points must be severely 
penalized. 

8. Tbe/ss((v. 10) are cat-like,and rather small; 
toea well arched, but the soles are apt to be thin 
and unfit for road work. 

9. The coat (v. IS) la of a pecnllar texture, dlf- 
fring from that of all other doga In Its resem¬ 
blance to coarse for rather than hair. It Is so 
marked In this reepect that the under-cost, which 
exists aa in the colley, can scarcely be dlatin- 
gulshed from it. The frill la of the same character, 
bnt rather more hairy In the texture of its long 
fibres. It la qnlte aa full as in the eollev, in the 
best specimene, and when deficient should be esti¬ 
mated accordingly. In the black varieties the 
coat la more hairy, and has even a tendency to 
' be silky. In the beat stralna the coat stands out 
nolformly from the body like that of the cat, 
without any diapofcitlon to collect In flecks or 
wavy curia. The fore legs are slightly feathered, 
bnt the bind are quite dean. The face la quite 
bare of all bnt very abort hair. 

10. The color (v. 15) should be a dead flake 
white, without any mixture of yellow. A patch of 
fawn is often to be seen on the bead or b^y, bnt 
It Is very objectionable. There la a black variety 
bighlv prized in Germany, though apparently the 
produce of a cross, aa the texture of coat and else 
of ears are very different from the best specimens 
of the white breed. 

II. The tail (v. 5) is tightly enried over the 
back, shaggy, and rather abort than otherwtae. 

13. In tgmnuiry (v. 5) this dog ^uala moat of 
hla compeers, all hla several component parts be¬ 
ing In good proportion. 

The specimen I have selected for illnstratlon Is 
only of average perfection In the shape of body 
and head, bnt bla coat la highly characteristic of the true breed

THK WORLD'S CHAMPION BELT. 

Another content hnn ended and the belt goee back to Eng¬ 
land. Another harvent of American dollara haa been reaped b; 
an Engllah pedentrlan. Another downfall haa momentarily 
cruahed the prond nplrlt and ambition of American pedea- 
tiians, who hoped to nee an American bold the belt on thin aide 
of tbe Atlantic. 

Tbe conteata were original with Sir John Aatley. In the land 
of their birth, and among the athletea of theworld’a beatrecorda, 
Intereat In them died an early death. The gold, bagged by a 
winner In America, equalled the wealth of the Indlea, and hither 
came an army of athletea. Of theae Rowell baa been the moat 
fortunate. Indeed no other of the forty-one conteatanta who 
bare competed In tbe five International racea In London and 
New York, for thia champlonahlp emblem, and In fact no athlete 
ever before, alnce athletea exiated, baa received aa much money 
In two pcrformancea aa baa Chaa. Rowell, of Cheaterton, Cam¬ 
bridge, England, the winner of the fifth race, and the preaent 
holder of the belt. 

In the flrat match eighteen men atarted, and O'Leary, won In 
March, 1878, In London, doing 530^ mllea. In the aecond match, 
in New York, in October, 1878, two atarted and O'Leary again 
won with 403 mllea. In March, 1879, In New York, tbe third 
" go aa-you-pleaae " took place between fou^onteatanta and • 
Rowell won by a acore of 500 mllea. Pour^ men were In tbe ' 
fourth “ mix ” In London, In June. 1870. Rowell forfeited, and ' 
Weaton won by tbe beat acore on record, 550 mllea. The fifth I 
conteat, Juat doaed at Gllmore’a Garden, New York, Sept., 1879, - 
bad thirteen competitors. Rowell again la tbe winner. But 
three men have ever held the belt—Weaton once, and O'Leary 
and Rowel twice each. When O'Leary brought home to America 
thIa trophy of tbe Long DIatance Champlonahlp of the world, 
we were proud. We were first winner. We hoped to be per- i 
manent owners. Then Rowell came and took away tbe coveted 

Tired of America, who was likewise tired of him, Edward Pay- t 
son Weston, then In England leading an eccentric life, for a t 
moment grew sensible, and at Islington lost June, added up tbe f 
columns of figures, that irumbered the miles, that swept out all r 
previous records for the belt, gave him the match, and brought [ 
US back tbe trophy, for which we as a people gave him a public c 
reception In New York that would have honored a king, and we 
praised tbe “ Father of Pedestrlanism.” We welcomed him back 8 
to hIs home at Providence, and we asked If we could de|>end c 
upon him. He said “Yea,” and we believed him. We tried c 
him and found him wanting. He begau a six day's pantomime li 
by knocking off men's bats with his cane, carrying a tin cup on a 
bis stick, making faces, andgrimmacea, and allowing Inferior men i 
to almost distance him. We hoped that Weston had reformed, h 
Wo knew him once as the champion of great expectations and 
corresponding disappointments—the mounte-bank of walkers K 
and the clown of ^destrlana.

i The recent phenomenal ;ierformaDce of the five-year-colt Santo 

• Claus at Sacramento Cal., In which he defeated a field of seven 
seasoned horses In three unbroken heati In the remarkable time 
of 3:18, 3:33, and 3:34, Is well worthy of more than brief men- 

• tIon; as It tends In a great measure to prove that early maturity 
I does not always necessarily Imply early decay. The sensational 

features of the trotting turf of a year or two past have been made 
remarkable by the records scored by aged horses, but their Im- 
I portonce drift Into Insignificance when compared with tbe re¬ 
markable performances of the youngsters of the present year. 

The best previous record of a five-year-old was that of Gov. 
Sprague at Poughkeepsie, N. Y., In 1878, where 9:30i was re¬ 
corded against him, and the roost singular coincidence of the 
covering of this record by another borse,ls their Identity In breed¬ 
ing, each being the same number of removes from Hambletonlan 
and North American; Gov. Sprague getting tbe cross to North 
Amerlcau through his sire and to Ryedyk’s Hambletonlan through 
his dam; while Santa Claus gets them both through his sire. 

Santo Claus was bred by John M. Donnell, Montgomery Co., 
Ky., and was sired by Strathmore, out of a mare Inbred to Mam- 
brino Chief, the blood of the grand dam being strongly bock- 
stltcbed with that of the thoroughbred. He was first named 
Count Kllrusb, and his first performance In public was In 1877, 
where lu a race for three-year-olds In which he was placed third, 
he attracted the attention of Mr. George H. Brassfield, who 
subsequently purchased him, and In bis bands trotted a trial In 
l.’ll. Col. John W. Conley, now manager of the Chicago Jockey 
and Trotting Club, anticipating a visit to California during the 
following Winter, selected as an Investment, from tbe stock of 
Col, West, In Kentucky, a few choice bred brood mares, and 
this well bred young trotting stallion was added to the lot 
Upon their arrival tbe mares were speedily sold to Governor 
Stanford, but tbe colt was not looked upon with favor, and was 
left on Col. Conley's hands. The youngster however was not 
long begging for anew owner; a Mr. Flnnlgan, a wealthy stock 
operator of San Francisco, became the purchaser on the sole rep- 
resentotlons of Col. Conley, and the tranafer was made without 
any trial. There was, however, a contingency In tbe price. Im¬ 
plying a large sum If the colt should trot In a race In 2:84, or 
better. Col. Conley has recently had the gratifying assurance, 
through private advices from Mr.* Finnegan, that tbe colt can 
trot a mile In 3:14 or bette r, and aa be has trotted and won four 
racea recently lo fast time, bis wonderful performance of 9:18 Is 
made only the more confirmatory, 

Santo Claus haa now the second fastest stalUon time on record, 
to bis credit, and aa he U remarkably steady, with a sound con- 
stltntlon, a further lowering of bis record la a mere matter of 
the future. In possessing tbe dam of thU wonderfnl colt, Col. 
Con ey It peculiarly fortunate, aa be owns a oolL now by her tide, 
a fall brother of Santo Claoa, and of great promise, upon which 
a valuation of $5,000 la placed. *

Wo 
are trying to keep a sharp watch on that very wary animal, rod 
we hope If be attempts hls unlawful business, to bring him to 
sharp account 

The shooting of reed birds and ortolan on our marshes has 
been floe, and tbe numbers killed on tbe marshes of the Patuxent 
River are almost beyond belief.

I purchased a 
bammerless gun a short time ago from one of your advertlsera, 
Mr. D. M. Lefever. I think this gun Is as near perfection as we 
will see for some time to come. By holding the gunto^ or¬ 
dinary position, left had, front of locks, and right gfcsplng toe 
band hold of stock, you can open the gun, cock on^ or toto 
barrels, rod let down 'one or both locks, without changing either 
band As to Its safety, a blind man can tell which barrel la 
cocked. I think an eight pound gun on this principle 
made as strong In the barrels as a nine pound gnn on the old 
system, tt always pleases a sportsman to get a gun that he ran 
look over critically and not discover It slighted In an, way, which 
Is toe case with Mr. Lefever’s guns. It makes cleaning a gun 
almost a pleasure to see how nicely all parts sre pollshrf and 
fitted.

The Stocktoo Gun Club aent the Sacramento Clob a challenge fora 
friendly cooteet, and propoaed abooilng a toam of alx member* of the 
Stockton club agalnet a like number from the Sacramento club, at 
twenty-Sve balla, for a atake of $a0. propoelng to pay their fhre from 
Sacramento to Stockton, and to dlvlae the gate money. 

The deelre of the Stockton club waa, lhat a aerlea of friendly conteata 
mleht be had with the Sacramento Club aa a comparative teat of the 


eloaer and more friendly feeling between them, and to create a neater 
intereat among our memberabip. The amount of money atakod upon 
the reanlt being Intentionally aa amall aa we thought they would accept 
an Invitation to ahoot for, It belug noderetood that there would be fro* 
quent matchea between tbeclnba, and that there would moat certainly 
be a retom match, although there waa no poaltlve agreement aa to the 
latter. 

The amount of the atake ie certainly convincing to any fair-minded 
person, that we could not afford to place ouraeivea in the poaltlon 
aacribM oa by aald anonvmoaa correapondent.

We were uouaually particular in aelectlng the balla for the match, 
which were thin white glaae balla, lightly coated with pore white aaud, 
and which lot of balla were, without exception, the beat and moat reg- 
olar the club have been able to procure, either before or elnce.
